PTOL-326 (R«v.«9) 
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Claims 1-4, 9, 10, 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. 
§ 103 as being unpatentable over Rosenberg in view of Ogaki. 

These claims are rejected for the reasons given in the 
office action mailed 1/14/92. 

Referring now to the amendment adding the limitation to 
store the text in digital form, the examiner submits that it was 
well known at the time of the invention to store text in digital 
form. It would have been obvious to store the text in digital 
form in order to increase the flexibility of the machine and also 
minimize the amount of mechanical components. 

Claims 5-8, 11, 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. § 103 
as being unpatentable over Rosenberg in view of Ogaki as applied 
to claims 1, 12 and 14 above, and further in view of Freedman. 

These claims are rejected for the reasons given in the 
office action mailed 1/14/92. 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/18/92 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

The Rosenberg patent is concerned with speed of printout. 
At the time of the present invention, computers were powerful 
enough so that they could digitally stored data could compete 
with microfilm stored data as far as printing speed. Rosenberg's 
statement at column 5 also indicates digital retrieval for text 
printing was considered but discarded since printing speed would 
be too low, due to the low power of the computer at the time of 
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the Rosenberg invention . Thus at the time of the invention it 
would have been obvious to digitally store data rather than on 
microfilm since printing speed would have not been lost.
